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Benjamin  Harrison,  the  first,  it  seems, 
of  his  family  in  Virginia,  arrived  before  the

(MCGC  p.  200)  He  signed  the  record  of  the 
patent  of  Henry  Dawkes  on  8  September  1632 *

authorities,  he  was  son  of  Governor  John 
Harrison  of  Bermuda  Islands*  He  was  a  member 
of  House  of  Burgess*

207;  GP,  p.  25) 

On  18  May  1637,  he  patented  600  acres  about 
la  miles  up  the  Upper  Chippoakes  Creek,  5G0 
acres  being  due  by  order  of  Court  3  June  1635 
and  also  due  with  100  acres  for  the  transpor¬ 
tation  of  12  persons.  This  600  acres  joined 
his  patent  of  200  acres,  since  they  both  ad¬ 
joined  Jeremiah  Clements*  (PB  I,  p*  420; 

CP,  p.  56) 

On  March  21,  1643,  be  patented  an  additional 
500  acres  in  James  City  County  on  the  south 
side  of  James  River,  on  the  Southerly  side  of 
Round  Island  Swamp*  (PB  I,  p*  9lj-9;  CP,  p.l52) 

On  June  8#  I61p6 ,  Benjamin  Harrison  I  sold 
his  200  acre  tract  to  Thomas  Davis*  (PB  2# 

p.  71;  CP,  p.  163) 

Benjamin  Harrison  I  may  have  bought  other 
land  that  he  did  not  patent;  but  at  the  time 
of  his  death  before  9  October  1649,  he  owned 
at  least  1240  acres*  This  was  a  very  large 
estate  for  that  period* 

Benjamin  Harrison  I  owned  land  in  several 
counties,  but  his  home  was  on  south  side  of 
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James  River  in  Surry  County,  on  Warris- 
quoake  Creek.  Re  became  clerk  of  the  Gover¬ 
nor  fs  Council  almost  upon  his  arrival  in  Vir¬ 
ginia.  He  was  elected  and  served  as  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Burgesses  in  161+2. 

Thomas  Davis  patented  200  acres.  Isle  of 
Wight  Co.,  Nov.  12*  161+6,  11  About  2  mi.  up  a 
cr.  formerly  called  Warrasquiack.  Due  by  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  patent  dated  7  July  1635  Benjamin 
Harrison  Sc  ack.  in  court  for  James  City  Co., 
June  8,  161+6. "  (CP,  238-239)^3 

Patent  -  Benjamin  Harrison  200  acres  7  July 
1635#  about  2  mi.  up  Warresqulacke  Creek  ex¬ 
tending  N.W.  which  land  is  now  in  the  tenure 
of  Thomas  Jordan,  gent.,  due  by  deed  of  sale 
from  John  Davis  of  Xisiake,  9  July  1633#  being 
part  of  a  dividend  granted  Davis  by  order  of 
Court  5  June  1633  as  boJtag  heir  to  his  uncle 
Walter  Davis.  (See  XVII  Century  Isle  of  Wight

When  Benjamin  Harrison  I  married  Mary  is 
not  known,  but  it  is  certain  that  Benjamin 
Harrison  II  and  Peter  Harrison  were  their 
children. 

After  the  death  of  Benjamin  Harrison  I, 
his  widow,  Mary,  married  Capt.  Benjamin  Sidway 
of  Surry  County.  Her  will  reads: 

"In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I,  Mary  Sidway, 
being  at  this  time  sick  and  weak  in  body  but 
of  perfect  sense  &  memory,  prayse  bo  to  God: 

I  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  &  testa¬ 
ment  in  manner  &  form  ^oloeing.* 

"First,  I  bequeath  my  soule  to  God  that 
gave  it,  trusting  and  steadfastly  beleaving 
through  the  merrits  of  my  blessed  Lord  & 
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Savior  Jesus  Christ,  to  receave  full  pardon 
for  all  my  sinns;  my  body  I  commit  to  the 
earth  from  whence  it  came  to  be  decently 
buryed  at  the  discrton  of  my  after  named 
exorso  And  as  for  the  worly  estate  which 
God  of  his  mercy  hath  bestowed  upon  me,  I 
dispose  of  it  as  followeth. 

"Item*  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Grand 
Daughter  Hannah  Harrison  the  horse  colt  that 
sucks  on  the  black  mare. 

"Item*  I  give  &  bequeath  unto  Jno, Kersey 
one  yearling  hepherc  And  for  the  rest  of 
my  estate  my  will  is  after  my  just  debts 
paid  that  it  be  equally  divided  between  my 
two  senna:  Benjc  Harrison  &  Tho;  Sidway 
whom  I  do  make  my  exers.  to  see  this  my  will 
performed^*  As  witness  my  fcjaad  and  seale 
this  first  day  of  March  1687/8,

Round  Island  Swamp;  granted  to  Benja.  Harrison 
decfd.,  by  patent  dated  21  March  1643#  11  and 
now  due  unto  the  said  Benja.

On  1  February  1655#  the  600  acre  tract  of 
land  patented  by  Benj.  Harrison  I  on  18  May 
1637  was  the  property  of  Peter  Harrison*  This 
is  set  forth  in  the  patent  of  William  Jeninges 
in  1655#  which  was  bounded  on  the  east  by 
MCapt.  Sidway  father  in  law  (step-father)  of 
Peter  Harrison  son  of  Benjamin  Harrison,  de- 
ceased,  and  heir  to  the  aforesaid  land* 

Peter  Harrison  died  without  issue  before 
his  mother  made  her  will  on  March  1,  1687/8* 
Under  English  law  this  property  then  passed 
to  Benjamin  Harrison,  Jun*r.,  only  surviving 
heir  of  Benjamin  Harrison,  deceased. 

Benjamin  Harrison  II,  born  September  20, 
1645#  in  Southwark  Parish,  Surry  County, 
Virginia,  was  Justice  of  Surry,  Burgess  1676- 
1677#  sheriff  in  1679,  Burgess  in  1680,  1682, 
1691#  1692,  1696  and  1698.  He  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Council  in  1698  and  served  in  that 
office  until  his  death  more  than  fourteen 
years  later.  He  was  a  Charter  Trustee  of 
William  and  Mary  College.  He  married  Hannah 
Churchill,  born  February  13,  1651/2,  and 
died  February  16,  1698/9#  Both  she  and  her 
husband  were  buried  at  the  old  Cabin  Point 
Church,  but  the  church  has  been  destroyed, 
and  the  stones,  it  is  believed,  removed  to 
the  family  burying  ground  at  Brandon.  He 
owned  a  portion  of  this  estate,  the  remainder 
of  which  was  later  purchased  from  the  English 
owners  by  his  son,  Nathaniel  Harrison. 
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In  1668,  Benj.  Harrison  II  had  five, 
and  in  168*7  twenty-one  tithables  in  Surry 
Co* 


In  his  will,  Benjamin  Harrison  II  gave 
to  his  son  Nathaniel  100  acres  on  which 
Mhis  mill  now  stands,  half  an  acre  of  land 
in  the  town  of  Folwerdy  Hundred,  and  all 
my  land  in  Martins  Brandon  in  Prince  George 
County. . . . " 

To  his  son  Henry  he  gave  the  plantation 
he  lived  on  and  565  acres  adjoining  and  all 
his  land  at  Cabin  Point,  with  all  the 
"cattell,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  and  hogs1* 
on  the  two  plantations — also  all  his  plate 
and  household  goods  as  furniture,  silver, 
wooden,  pewter,  brass*  iron,  bedding  and 
books c  He  gave  him  his  new  sloop  Henry 
with  all  of  his  boats  and  the  sails  and 
vrhat  else  he  had  sent  for  for  the  use  of 
the  said  sloop. 

He  gave  William  Stringer  350  acres  on 
the  south  side  of  Blackwater  swamp,  and  Joel 
Barker  his  land  at  Wild  Cat  "on  the  south 
side  of  the  branch  whereon  he  now  lives." 

To  the  new  Chapel  he  gave  20  lbs. 
sterling  to  buy  ornaments,  and  to  the  old 
Chapel,  five  acres  of  land* 

To  his  daughters  Sarah  and  Hannah  he  gave 
4.00  pounds  sterling  each.  He  gave  the  same 
amount  to  his  grandson,  Benjamin  Harrison 
(IV)  and  said  he  was  already  provided  for. 

He  left  each  of  his  grandchildren,  ex¬ 
cept  Benjamin,  100  pounds  sterling.

‘’Here  lyeth  the  body  of  the  Hon’ble 
Benjamin  Harrison,  Esq. 

Who  did  justice,  loved  mercy,  and 
walked  humbly  with  his  God, 
was  always  loyal  to  his  Prince, 
and  a  great  benefacto  to  his  Country* 

He  was  born  in  this  Parish,  the  20th. 
day  of  September,  I6I4.5,  and  departed 
this  life  the  30th.  day  of 
January  1712-13" 
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Tho  children  of  Benjamin  Harrison  II 
and  Hannah  Churchill,  his  wife,  were  born 
at  ,TT'fakef ieldn  in  Surry  County,  where  they 
spent  their  youth  in  luxury,  but  under 
strict  discipline  and  teaching.  The  edu¬ 
cational  standards  for  the  boys  were  high* 
The  usual  subjects  for  planters1  sons  in¬ 
cluded  Latin,  Greek,  French,  history,  some 
literature,  and  mathematics*  Many  boys 
completed  their  education  in  England. 
Benjamin,  their  eldest  son,  studied  at  tho 
Inner  Temple,  and  here  was  made  an 
attorney*. 

Mrs.  Carter  E.  Harrison,  in  her  study 
of  the  Family  of  Carter  Henry  Harrison  of 
"Clifton,"  states  that  family  tradition 
says  that  the  first  Harrison  came  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  from  Yorkshire,  England^  It  appears 
that  the  Virginia  plantation  was  named  for 
tho  town  of  Wakefield  in  Yorkshire,  in 
whose  old  cemetery  Harrison  gravestones 
are  found,  even  (so  she  has  heard)  a  grave 
of  a  Benjamin  Harrison.

Benjamin  Harrison  IV  was  Burgess  and 
king’s  lieutenant  for  his  county,  but  with 
two  small  daughters  was  killed  by  light¬ 
ning  while  still  comparatively  young,  his 
oldest  son,  the  Signer,  being  only  nineteen 
years  of  age  and  at  that  time  a  student  at 
William  and  Mary  College.  Soon  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  his  father’s  great  estate  was  com¬ 
mitted  to  his  charge.

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BENJAMIN  HARRISON  OP  BIERXELEY 


Signer  of  DECLARATION  OP  INDEPENDENCE 


In  youth  and  early  manhood,  Benjamin 
Harrison  V  was  tall,  muscular,  and  of  dig¬ 
nified  carriage.  His  son,  the  ninth 
president  of  the  United  States,  said  that 
he  was  six  feet,  four  inches  tall,  weighed 
2l\.0  pounds  when  he  signed  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  and  265  pounds  in  his 
later  years* 

He  was  a  fine  horseman. 

Governor  Thomas  Nelson,  Jr.,  wrote  that 
he  looked  "like  a  commander-in-chief  when 
mounted. n 

Dwight ,  a  biographer,  wrote  that  he  spoke 
readily  and  ably,  that  he  was  fearless,  in¬ 
tensely  patriotic,  possessed  of  great  force 
of  character,  and  practical  sense.  Among 
his  leading  characteristics  were  his  pre¬ 
sence  of  mind,  his  cheerfulness,  "among  the 
innumerable  vexations  of  civil  war,"  and 
his  candor  ” which  led  him  to  say  plain 
things  in  plain  words.” 

When  only  twenty- two  years  of  age,  Ben¬ 
jamin  Harrison  V  was  elected  Burgess  from 
Charles  City  Co.  In  1764,  the  influence  of 
his  strong  opposition  to  the  Stamp  Act  was 
so  great  that  the  Governor  sought  11  to  pro¬ 
pitiate  him  by  offering  him  a  seat  in  the 
Council.”  This  he  declined* 

In  176^,  he  was  a  member  of  the  committee 
that  wrote  and  sent  the  protests  to  the 
King,  Lords,  and  Commons.  In  1770,  he 
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served  on  the  Mercantile  Association  to 
rosist  the  Stamp  Act.  In  1773*  he  was  a 
member  of  the  first  Committee  of  Correa 
spondence,  in  1774*  of  the  Importation 
Association  regarding  the  non-purchase  of 
tea,  blockade  of  Boston,  and  recommending 
the  convening  of  a  Congress  of  the  colonies. 

Ho  spent  much  of  his  fortune  in  enter¬ 
prises  designed  to  make  Virginia  less 
dependent  on  English  imports:  Ho  built 
mills,  a  large  ship-yard  and  ships,  and  im¬ 
ported  a  fine  stallion,  named  Aristotle,  to 
improve  the  breed  of  Virginia  horses* 

He  was  a  member  of  every  great  Convention 
and  Congress  until  the  Constitution  and  in¬ 
dependence  were  established. 

Benjamin  Harrison  was  one  of  those  great 
Virginians  of  large  estates  who  supported 
the  Revolution  with  high  intelligence  and 
judgment,  and  to  the  limit  of  their  lives, 
their  fortunes,  and  their  immortal  honour. 

On  7  December  1774*  Benjamin  Harrison 
was  elected  chairman  of  the  first  Vigilance 
Committee  of  Charles  City  County,  Virginia. 

In  1774*  Harrison  was  a  delegate  to  the 
First  Continental  Congress.  He  is  quoted 
as  saying  he  would  have  come  on  foot  rather 
than  not  come  at  all.  In  Philadelphia, 
George  Washington,  Benjamin  Harrison,  and 
his  brother- in-law  Peyton  Randolph  lived 
and  kept  house  together.  They  signed  the 
non-importation,  non-consumption,  and  non¬ 
exportation  agreement  and  made  provision 
for  the  formation  of  Committees  of  Safety 
in  all  the  Colonies. 
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In  the  Congress  that  met  in  May  1775# 
Harrison  was  a  member  of  the  committee  to 
report  on  putting  the  militia  in  a  state  of 
preparedness;  and  with  Franklin  and  Lynch 
ho  went  in  September  to  Cambridge  and 
successfully  conferred  with  Washington  and 
representatives  from  the  New  England  states 
regarding  the  support  and  regulation  of  the 
army.  In  November  he  was  chairman  or  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Committees  to  report  regarding  the 
defense  of  South  Carolina,  of  the  State  of 
New  York*  and  of  communications  from  the 
Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Secret 
Correspondence  and  Foreign  Affairs  from 
November  29,  1775  through  1777,  he  was,  in 
effect,  the  first  American  Secretary  of 
State *  Serving  with  him  wore  Johnson, 
Dickinson.,  Jay,  and  Franklin.  In  December 
1775  ke  was  named  special  commissioner  to 
secure  armed  vessels  to  check  the  depre¬ 
dations  of  Lord  Dunmore* 

Beginning  in  1 7 7 ^ ,  he  was,  on  a  perma¬ 
nent  assignment,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Secret  Correspondence,  of  the  Board  of 
War,  and  Virginia  representative  on  the 
Marine  Committee^  He  vas  chairman  of  seven 
special  committees  and  a  member  of  eighteen 
other  committees  concerned  with  the  military 
or  naval  side  of  the  war*  He  was  chairman 
of  a  special  committee  to  report  on  the  for¬ 
tification  of  Hudson  River  and  Hell  Gate, 
and  to  persuade  the  New  York  Committee  of 
Safety  to  permit  the  occupation  of  New  York 
City  by  the  American  array,  under  General 
Charles  Lee*  This  he  did. 

He  was  chairman  of  the  committee  to  con¬ 
fer  with  Washington  regarding  the  plan  of 
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the  ensuing  campaign,  and  of  another 
committee  to  report  on  the  states  of 
Georgia  and  North  Carolina. 

In  1776  and  1777,  he  was  chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  As  such  he  often 
presided  during  the  debates  leading  to  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  adoption 
of  the  Articles  of  Confederation. 


"The  motion  of  Virginia  for  Independence 
was  presented  to  Congress,  Juno  7,  1776. 

It  was  taken  up  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
On  Ij.  July  1776,  Congress  sat  as  Committee 
of  the  Whole  with  Benjamin  Harrison  as 
chairman®  The  Journal  states,  "Agreeable 
to  the  order  cf  the  day.  Congress  resolved 
itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to 
take  into  their  farther  consideration  the 
declaration  The  President  resumed  the 
chair®  Mr,  Harrison  reported  that  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  Congress  have  agreed 
to  a  declaration  which  he  delivered  in. 

The  declaration  being  read  was  agreed  to.1 
This  document  was  signed  by  Harrison  and 
fifty-five  other  immortals. n 


On  October  1776,  the  Legislature  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  iTResolved,  that  the  thanks  of  this 
House  are  justly  due  to  Benjamin  Harrison 
for  the  diligence,  ability,  and  integrity 
with  which  he  executed  the  important  trust 
reposed  in  him  as  one  of  the  delegates  of 
his  country  to  the  General  Congress. 


He  served  on  committee  after  committee, 
and  used  his  influence  to  the  utmost  and 
successfully  in  persuading  Congress  to  en¬ 
trust  entirely  to  George  Washington  the 
direction  of  the  armies  in  the  field. 
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Like  every  great  man,  he  made  some 
enemies  who  schemed  against  him.  They  once 
succeeded  for  a  few  weeks,  only  to  raise  his 
credit  to  a  higher  pitch* 

Late  in  1777*  after  a  severe  illness  that 
nearly  ended  fatally,  he  resigned  from  Con¬ 
gress.  He  was  again  elected  in  1731,  but 
declined.  His  estates  had  been  ravaged  by 
the  enemy  and  his  fortune  greatly  impaired* 

One  of  his  last  acts  in  Congress  x>ras  to 
servo  as  mediator  for  Quakers  who  had  been 
arrested  because  of  thoir  religious  convic¬ 
tions,  Ho  is  reputed  to  have  saved  the 
Quakers  from  persecution*  One  of  them  said, 
"Benjamin  Harrison  had  talents  to  perceive 
the  right,  and  firmness  enough  to  pursue  it, 
however  violently  opposed*" 

The  command  and  direction  of  the  militia 
of  Charles  City  County  devolved  upon  Benja¬ 
min  Harrison  as  county  lieutenant*  He  was 
actively  in  the  field  in  January,  1781, 
when  Arnold  captured  Richmond,  and,  at 
Harrison Js  home,  Berkeley  Plantation,  burnt 
the  family  portraits  and  other  interior  de¬ 
corations.  His  son.  President  William  Henry 
Harrison,  reports,  "Some  years  after  the 
Revolution,  Lord  Murray  visited  fBerkeley* 1 
He  commented  that  the  Virginia  mansions  com¬ 
pared  favorably  on  the  exterior  with  those 
of  England,  but  that  the  interiors  were 
quite  barren  of  portraits,  painting,  and 
decorations*  Governor  Harrison  replied,  TI 
can  account  for  my  paintings  and  decorations 
Sir]  your  soldiers  burned  them  in  our  back¬ 
yard* 

Following  retirement  from  Congress, 
Harrison  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House 
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of  Delegates  of  Virginia,  and  Governor  of 
the  Commonweal th  in  1731*  He  was  able  to 
dofeat  Governor  Jefferson  for  the  Speaker- 
ship,  Ififch  Archibald  Cary  he  gave  strong 
support  to  the  cause  of  the  Continental 
forces.  Not  only  were  *che  Southern  Colonies 
almost  reconquered  by  the  British,  but 
there  was  no  financial  credit,  public  or 
private,.  A  pair  of  boots  cost  a  thousand 
dollars.  There  was  no  gold  or  silver  money. 
One-fifth  cf  the  negroes  had  joined  the 
British,  Portsmouth,  Richmond,  and  Peters¬ 
burg  had  been  in  Ihe  hands  of  the  enemy. 
Benjamin  Harrison  possessed  only  two  suits 
of  clothes.  In  October,  1780,  the  plight 
of  Virginia  became  desperate.-  She  had  sent 
her  money  and  her  men  to  the  support  of  her 
sister  states,  but  no  help  was  forthcoming 
for  her.  In  desperation,  Virginia  elected 
Harrison  Special  Commissioner  to  Congress. 

He  pleaded  so  successfully  that  Congress 
passed  a  roscluti  or.  declaring  that  the 
Southern  army  should  bo  compoased  of  all 
regular  troops  from  Pennsylvania  to  Georgia, 
including  supplies  and  authorizing  the 
sending  of  the  French  fci'ces  south. 


GOVERNOR 


On  April  21,  1?83,  Benjamin  Harrison,  as 
Governor,  issued  his  proclamation  of  the 
signing  of  the  Articles  of  Peace.  He  steered 
the  state  through  its  difficult  financial 
crisis  *  He  besought  the  governor  of  North 
Carolina  to  join  with  him  in  protecting  the 
rights  and  in  advancing  the  welfare  of  the 
Cherokee  and  the  Ohccicaeaw  Indians.  He 
joined  with  Washington  in  plans  for  uniting 
the  waters  of  the  James  and  the  Potomac  with 
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those  of  the  Ohio.  He  served  two  terms  as 
governor,  and  was  then  ineligible  for  re- 
election.  He  was  then  elected  speaker  of 
the  House  of  Delegates,  1785-1786.  He  op¬ 
posed  the  issuing  of  paper  money.  For 
payment  of  the  National  Debt,  ho  supported 
a  5  cent  assessment  on  all  imports. 

Hugh  Blair  Grigsby  describes  Harrison  at 
the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1788  as  a 
man  whose  health  had  visibly  declined.  He 
was,  'A  large  and  venerable  old  man,  ele¬ 
gantly  arrayed  in  a  rich  suit  of  blue  and 
buff,  a  long  queue  tied  with  a  black  ribbon 
dangling  from  his  full  locks  of  snow,  and 
his  long  black  boots  encroaching  on  his 
knees.” 

Harrison  opposed  the  adoption  of  the 
Constitution  because,  he  said,  1?.,.0the 
seeds  of  civil  discord  are  sown  in  many  of 
the  powers  given  to  the  President  and  Con- 
gross.  If  the  Constitution  is  carried  into 
effect,  the  states  south  of  the  Potomac  will 
be  little  more  than  appendages  to  those 
north  of  it.” 


Harrison  seemed  to  be  recovering  from  an 
attack  of  gout  in  the  spring  of  1791*  In 
April  he  was  unanimously  elected  to  the 
Legislature,  and  a  group  of  xhiends  gathered 
to  celebrate  this  evidence  of  his  continuing 
popularity.  They  had  a  nappy  day,  but  that 
night  he  was  taken  ill  and  died  the  follow¬ 
ing  day o  Among  his  descendants  are  two

my  son  William  and  my  daughter  Sarah;  the 
better  to  enabjo  her  to  as  which  I  give 
her  my  part  of  the  ship  now  on  the  stocks, 
and  all  the  money  that  may  be  due  from  the 
other  partners,  which  I  hope  she  will  apply

in  possession  at  the  time  of  her  Death  be

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ENGLISH  BACKGROUND 


The  Cocke s  of  Surry  and  Princess  Anne 
originated  in  Devon  or  Cornwall;  and  the 
progenitors  of  this  line  in  Virginia  were 
four  brothers,  William,  Walter,  Capt. 
Thomas  Cocke,  and  Capt.  Christopher  Cocke 
whose  names  begin  to  appear  in  the  re¬ 
cords  of  Lower  Norfolk  County  by  l68ij.. 

In  1250  A.D.,  Walter  le  Cock,  sometime 
spelled  Cokkes,  and  known  also  as  Walter 
de  Chelworth  lived  in  Kent  County* 

Nearly  a  century  later  Thomas  le  Cock 
died  in  13l|0  leaving  his  estate  in  Os- 
pringe,  Co.  Kent,  to  his  son  Walter. 
9W(2)49. 

The  name  Coque,  Le  Cocq,  Cocus  or  Coc 
seems  to  be  of  Norman- French  origin.  It 
first  occurs  in  England  when  Roger  was  a 
party  in  a  law  suit  at  Exeter  in  Devon¬ 
shire,  May  II4.,  1219*  On  May  17,  1237*  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  III,  at  Westminster,  a 
suit  was  tried  between  Richard  Coc,  plain 
tiff,  and  Richard  de  Greinvil,  tenant, 
concerning  ”1  ferling  of  land  at  Sprutes- 
lande."  (Cornwall  Feet  of  Fines,  191i|# 

I,  30) 

May  30,  1 2l|4#  at  Exeter,  a  dispute  was 
settled  "between  Richard,  son  of  Walter, 
claimant,  and  Walter  Coc,  opponent." 
Walter  acknowledged  "one  virgate  of  land 
in  Wymple"  to  be  the  right  of  Richard  by 
gift  of  Walter.  (Devon  Feet  of  Fines,  I, 
211) 

County  Cornwall  is  the  extreme  south¬ 
west  of  England,  and  Devonshire  lies 
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contiguous  to  and  northeast  of  it.  The 
Cocke  family  is  widely  distributed  over 

Cornwall.  The  name  Cock  is  among  the 
earliest  occurring' in  the  parish  registers 
of  Bodmin,  Helston,  St.  Teath,  Tintagel, ' 
Trevalga, ’ St.  Tudyf  St.  Bruered,  St.  Kew, 
Lanteglos,  Treclegon,  St.  Columb.  Lank© 
Minor,  and  St.  Endellion.  101/(2 )l50-l5l#

In  1298  A.D.,  Stephen  Cock,  burgess’ for 
Bodmin,  served  in  Parliament.  In  1327, 
Walter  Cok  was  living  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Endellion,  and  John  in  Lannow.  (First 
year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III. )  In 
1337 $  Matthew,  son  of  John  Cok  of  Tre- 
lulla,  recovered  from  William  Bruyn  one 
messuage,  60  acres  of  land,  etc. 

In  1361,  Richard  Cok  was  one  of  the 
parliamentary  "manucaptors"  for  Bodmin* 

In  1396,  Roger  Martyn  married  Hawisa, 
daughter  of  Ralph  Cocke  in  Bodmin,  Co* 
Cornwall. 

In  lij.27,  John  Cock  was  one  of  th© 
jurors  at  the  court  of  assession  of  the 
Manor  of  Helston.  In  lij-37,  John  Cock, 
probably  the  same  man,  was  Seneschal  of 
the  lands  of  the  Bishop  of  Exeter,  and 
was  possibly  the  father  of  Christopher 
Cock  of  Camelford,  and' perhaps  a  des-’ 
Cendant  of  Stephen  Cok,  burgess,  1298*

In  15>00,  John’  Cock  was  mayor  of  Bod¬ 
min;  In  1>21«23,  John  Cok  lived  in  St. 
Kew,  Robert  Cocke  In  St.  MInver,  Stephen 
Cok  in  St.  Tudy,  and  Christopher  Cok  In 
St.  Teath,  all  of  Cornwall. 

John  Cock  (1)  was  th©  father  of  Christ¬ 
opher  Cock  (2)  of  Camelstone,  and  at  the 
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assession  court  of  1539#  took  the  mill 
at  Camel ford  that  his  father  had  taken  at 
the  previous  assession#  In  154^#  his 
goods  at  Lanteglos  were  assessed  at  the 
highest  rate*  He  was  mayor  of  Camelford 
from  151+5  to  1562#  At  Helston  in  1563# 
he  inherited  three  acres  of  land,  Cornish, 
in  Treclegon,  from  Thomas  Southwode,  His 
name  is  on  the  rolls  of  the  parish  of 
Lanteglos  for  1543#  along  with  the  names 
of  Richard,  Hugo,  Henry.,  and  John#  In 
1560,  the  prebends  of  the  rectory  and  vi¬ 
carage  of  St,  Teath  were  held  In  farm  by 
Christopher  Cocke  of  Camelford,  gent. 

This  Christopher  (2)  married  Julyan, 
daughter  of  Christopher  Phyllyper#  He' 
was  buried  at  Lanteglos  April  19,  1566# 

In  1562-3,  another  Christopher  Cocke 
became  the  first  mayor  of  the  town  of 
Bodmin  when  it  was  made  a  free  borough# 

He  appears  to  have  owned  land  in  Tinta- 
gel  parish  in  1570,  as  John  Cock  did 
later,  Lawrence  and  Henry  Cock  were 
burgesses  of  Bodmin  in  l5o2-3« 

John  Cock  (3)  gent#,  of  Camelford  was 
the  son  of  Christopher  Cock  (2)*.  He 
succeeded  his  father  as  mayor  of  Camel¬ 
ford  in  1566,  and  held  that  office  until 
his  death  in  1604»  He  registered  his 
pedigree  at  the  Heralds  Visitation  in 
1573#  but  went  back  only  three  generations 
He  married  Jane  Tregadeck#  His  twin 
children,  William  (4)  and  Margaret  (4) 
were  baptized  at  Lanteglas,  Aug,  3,  1566# 
His  daughter  Grace  (4)  was  the  third  wife 
of  John  Blake  of  Comb#  She  seems  to  have 
married  first  Richard  Pearse  of  Plimton 
Mary,  died  1608#  His  other  children  were 
John  (4)  b,  1570;  d#  1612;  Christopher  (4) 
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b.  1571;  d.  16^1;  and  Charles  (Ij.)  b. 

1575#  John  Cock  (3)  was  buried  at  Lante- 
glos,  Dec.  19#  1601+.  His  wife  died  in 

1597. 

Christopher  Cock  (4)  was  mayor  of  Camel- 
ford  from  1601].  to  1635*  For  ninety  years 
through  three  generations,  father,  son,  and 
grandson,  this  family  held  that  office. 

Christopher  Cock  of  Helston  married 
Grace  Bolitho  of  Wendron,  October  27,  1673# 
(Vivian fs  Visitations  of  the  County  Devon, 
England,  page  8I4.6 )  Helston  is 'in  the  far 
south-western  part  of  Cornwall,  near  the 
sea  and  north-eastward  from  Lizard  Head. 
Devon  is  northeast  of  Cornwall. 

About  1685,  this  Christopher  Cocke 
came  to  Virginia  with  his  brothers 
William,  Walter,  and  Captain  Thomas  Cocke. 
That  they  were  brothers  is  proved  by  the 
will  of  his  son,  Christopher  Cocke,  dated 
the  fifth  day  of  November  1716,  and  pro¬ 
bated  in  Princess  Anne  County  the  fifth 
day  of  December  1716.  It  reads#..  "item 
I  commit  the  Tuition  and  bringing  up  of 
my  three  daughters  Mary,  Ann,  and  Argent 
unto  my  loving  uncle  and  aunt  Bolitho  & 
the  Survivor  of  them  until  they  attain  to 
the  prospective  ages  of  sixteen  years  un¬ 
less  they  be  marryed  before  that  age...#.11 
This  Uncle  Bolitho  must  be  the  brother  of 
his  mother,  Grace  Bolitho.  That  he  was  a 
young  man  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  all 
four  of  his  children  were  under  the  age 
of  sixteen  years.  His  wife,  who  is  not 
mentioned,  was  dead. 

His  uncle,  Mr.  William  Cocke,  must 
have  been  the  brother  of  his  father. 
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Christopher,  In  his  will  he  writes, 

"Item:  I  commit  the  care  &  tuition  of 

my  Daughr:  KLiza.  unto  my  loving  uncle 
Mr,  William  Cocke  until  she  is  marryed  or 
shall  attain  the  ago  of  sixteen  years 
(with)  the  same  limitation  &  restrictions 

. .  as  my  above  nfd,  three  daughters.” 

(Princess  Me  County  Deed  Book  1714-1724# 
p,  342.  ) 

Thus  William  Cocke,  brother  of  Walter 
and  Captain  Thomas  Cocke,  was  also  brother 
of  Christopher  Cocke,  and  not  a  cousin, 
as  has  been  printed.  In  the  old  records 
the  word  "cousin”  nearly  always  meant 
"nephew”  or  "niece,”  Undoubtedly  someone, 
seeing  the  word  "cousin,”  interpreted  it 
in  the  modern  sense,  and  obscured  the 
relationship  of  the  four  brothers,

Ho  may  have  been  the 
son  of  William  Bassett  of  Newport,  Isle 
of  Wight,  England.

William  Bassett  I,  of  the  Parish  of 
Blissland,  County  New  Kent,  gentleman,  in 
his  will  directed  that  he  be  buried  in  the 
uppor  church  of  that  parish.

Joanna  Burwell  III  was  born  1675*  died

who  was  born  March  11,  1656,  d.  November 
12,  1682.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Anthony 
Smith,  of  Colchester,  England,  tanner, 
whose  will  was  probated  May  13,  1667*  and 
who  married  before  1652,  Martha  Bacon, 
daughter  of  Rev.  James  Bacon,  Rector  of 
Burgate,  EhgLand,  who  died  November  9* 
1649. 

On  the  tombstone  of  Lewis  Burwell  II 
is  named  his  first  wife  l! Abigail  Smith  of 
the  family  of  Bacons. ”  Her  own  tombstone 
states  that  she  was  descended  of  the 
illustrious  family  of  the  Bacons,  and 
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hoiross  of  the  Hon.  Nathaniel  Bacon,  Esq., 
President  of  Virginia.1*  His  tomb  says 
that  his  ,fdescont  was  from  the  Ancient 
House  of  the  Bacons  (one  of  whom  was 
Chancellor  Bacon  and  Lord  Vorulam.  )** 

According  to  the  inscription  on  his 
tombstone ,  Coll3  Nathaniel  Bacon  arrived 
in  Virginia  by  or  before  1651. 

Among  the  "Bury  Wills  and  Inventories11 
published  by  tho  Camden  Society,  is  the 
will  of  Rev.  James  Bacon,  Rector  of  Bur- 
gate,  Suffolk,  England.  Comparison  of 
this  will  with  that  of  Col.  Nathaniel 
Bacon  of  Virginia,  identifies  them  as 
father  and  son.  An  inscription  on  the 
tombstone  of  Rev.  James  Bacon  identifies 
him  as  the  son  of  Sir  James  Bacon,  Kt.

William  Davis  of  Bristol,  England,  had 
a  daughter,  Alice  Davis,  who  married  Henry 
Hobson,  Mayor  of  Bristol,  who  died  March 

21,  1635. 

Their  daughter,  Alice  Hobson,  married 
John  Cary  (4).  (See  Cary) 
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When  the  Cary,  or  Kari,  family  was 
first  ostablishod  at  the  manor  of  that 
name  in  the  parish  of  St,  Giles,  on  the 
hoath,  near  Launceston,  is  not  known. 

They  wore  there  before  and  at  the  time 
when  the  Domesday  Book  was  compiled  in 
1086  A.D.  Their  pedigree,  drawn  up  by 
Horald's  College,  at  the  order  of  Queen 
Anno  Boleyn,  is  preserved  at  Torre  Abbey, 

Carved  on  the  tombstone  of  the  first 
Milos  Cary  of  Virginia  are  exactly  the 
same  arms  as  awarded  Sir  Robert  Cary  by 
Henry  V,  The  shield  is  surmounted  by  a 
"Baron's  helmet  and  a  swan.  The  following 
is  a  record,  (See  W,  M,  Quarterly)  of  the 
origin  of  the  coat  of  arms: 

"It  is  recorded  of  Sir  Robert  Cary, 
as  a  proof  of  his  great  prowess  in  arms, 
that  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  V  (1413-1422  A.D,),  a  certain 
knight  errant  of  Arrogon,  having  passed 
through  divers  countries  and  performed 
many  feats  of  arms,  to  his  high  commenda¬ 
tion,  arrived  in  England,  where  he 
challenged  any  man  of  his  rank  and  quality 
to  'make  tryal  of  his  valor  and  skill  in 
arms.'  This  challenge  Sir  Robert  Cary 
accepted.  Between  them  a  cruel  encountor 
and  a  long  and  doubtful  combat  was  waged 
in  Smithfield,  London.  'But  at  length 
this  noble  champion  vanquished  the  pre- 
sumptous  Arragonois,  for  which  King  Henry 
V  restored  unto  him  a  good  part  of  his 
father's  lands,  of  which,  for  loyalty  to 
King  Richard  II,  he  had  been  deprived  by 
Henry  IV,  (1399-1413  A.D. ),  and  authorized 
him  to  bear  the  arms  of  the  Knight  of 
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Arragon,  which  the  noble  posterity  of 
the  valorous  knight  continue  to  wear  unto 
this  day. » " 

The  coat  of  arras  on  the  tombstone  of 
Milos  Cary  I  was  inscribed  with  the  motto: 
"Cari  Deo  Nihil  Carema."

In  Goochland  County  Tithables,  Virginia 
State  Archives,  page  239,  year  1772,  there 
is  recorded  in  John  Woodson1  s  district:

In  all  7."  This  indicates  that  David  Coup¬

Tho  daughter  of  Benjamin  Harrison  Coup¬ 
land  and  Mary  Cary  Poachy  was  Anna  Theresa 
Coupland  --  1819-1885.  She  marriod  Harri¬ 
son  Carter  Cocke  in  1840.  She  died  in  1885. 


LaPayetto  was  ontertainod  in  l82lj.  at  the 
homo  of  my  great  grandmothor  in  Williams¬ 
burg,  so  I  was  told  by  ono  of  my  family's 
ex-slaves  who  had  been  her  cook.  This 
cook's  name  was  Jane  Lawson  and  sho  lived 
to  bo  well  ovor  100  —  dying  in  Petersburg 
when  I  was  a  young  school  girl.  Tho  nogro 
preacher,  John  Jaspar,  whoso  sermon  on 
"Tho  sun  do  movo"  was  a  grandson. 


Mary  Monro  Cary  was  tho  daughter  of  Col. 
Wilson  Milos  Cary  and  Sarah  Blair.  Wilson 
Miles  Cary,  1730-1817,  of  Warwick  Co.  and 
Sarah  Blair,  1739-1799,  woro  married  at 
the  Palace,  Williamsburg,  on  tho  26th  of 
May,  1758.  She  was  tho  daughter  of  Hon. 

John  Blair,  Coipmandor-in-Chiof  of  the 
Colony. 

HARRISON  CARTER  COCKE,  husband  of  ANNA 
THERESA  COUPLAND,  was  born  at  Montpelier, 
Surry  Co.,  in  1820  and  died  in  Petersburg, 
Va. ,  on  March  23,  1850  at  tho  ago  of  29  as 
recorded  in  tho  burial  record  of  Blandford 
Cometery,  Petersburg.  Funeral  is  recorded 
in  Grace  Episcopal  Church  register  as 
March  2l(.th,  1850  —  ago  29.  Ho  was  tho 
son  of  WALTER  TRAVIS  COCKE  and  SUSAN  VIR¬ 
GINIA  COUPLAND.  Ho  was  marriod  at  "Goshon," 
Dinwiddio  Co.,  in  l8i{.0  and  ho  and  his  wife 
visited  their  uncle  —  President  William 
Henry  Harrison,  at  tho  White  House, 
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Washington,  on  their  honeymoon,  so  their 
wedding  must  have  taken  place  in  March  of 
that  yoar,  as  President  Harrison  died  on 
April  Ij.th  of  that  year.  Later  he  joined 
"A  Company"  —  one  of  the  original  members, 
and  was  in  the  V/ar  with  Moxico,  I8I4.7-8,

Nov.  25th,  1848,  listed  as  a  communicant 
of  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  Church  as  Nannie, 
but  I  was  unable  to  find  the  registry  of 
her  birth  and  baptism,  as  the  records  for 
the  years  47-48-d9  to  18^0  are  missing 
from  the  parish. 

As  Walter  Thomas  was  the  only  child 
other  than  Anno  Carter  who  reached  maturity, 
and  ho  never  married.  Anno  Carter  was  the 
only  one  of  their  five  children  who  mar¬ 
ried  and  had  issue. 

ANNA  THERESA  COUPLAND  COCKE  —  born 
1819  -  died  at  Petersburg,  Va.,  at  the 
homo  of  her  daughter.  Anno  Carter,  on  Aug. 
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4th,  1885  --  was  tho  daughter  of  Dr. 
BENJAMIN  HARRISON  COUPLAND  and  MARY  CARY 
PEACHY  (who  was  tho  widow  of  JOHN  TABB  of 
Clay  Hill,  Amelia  Co.);  hor  socond  marri- 
ago  was  to  Benjamin  Harrison  Coupland. 

Sho  was  a  communicant  of  Grace  Episcopal 
Church,  Petersburg,  Aftor  her  husband's 
death, sho  lived  with  hor  rolativos,  tho 
William  Banisters,  on  the  corner  of  Frank¬ 
lin  &  Adams  St.  She  was  living  with  hor 
daughtor,  Mrs.  Ezekiel  Myers,  at  tho  timo 
of  hor  doath,  and  hor  death  and  burial  are 
rocordod  in  the  Graco  Church  Rogistor. 

Anno  Carter  Cocke  —  was  bom  in  Peters¬ 
burg,  Va.,  on  Nov.  25th,  I8I4.8  --  according 
to  her  own  statement,  but  there  may  bo  a 
mistake  in  this  as  she  thought  that  her 
mothor  had  rocordod  the  date  incorrectly, 
porhaps.  I  tried  to  chock  on  this  by 
reference  to  Graco  Church  Register,  but 
unfortunately  all  records  of  1847-48-49  to 
1850  are  missing.  None  knows  how,  but  I 
suspect  they  may  bo  in  tho  Episcopal  Semi¬ 
nary  Library,  in  Alexandria,  Va,,  as  I 
understood  Bishop  Meade  saw  fit  to  deposit 
tho  registers  of  several  churches  there. 

Sho  died  in  1914  in  Petersburg,  Va.
